Sweeping changes in the adminis-

Text of Letter. on ee 
Following is the letter of Commis-. 
sioner Talmadge to the governor: — 

I herewith hand to you my first 
report and recommendations on the 
department of agriculture and its ya- 
rious branches, and ask that it be 
transmitted by you to the general] as- 
sembly of Georgia. 

*I recommend that the general as- 
sembly repeal all of the present laws 
in reference to the inspection of gaso- 
line and other petroleum products in 
the state of Georgia I recommend 
that the general assembly enact in lieu 
thereof laws providing for the distilla- 
tion test on gasoline and the present 


test on kerosene oils. I recommend 
that a number of inspectors be pro- 
\iled by the general assembly com- 
mensurate with protection and expedi- 
ent service. This number not to ex- 
ceed ten inspectors. I recommend that 
the inspectors be paid salaries suffi- 
crent to employ competent citizens who 
shall be required to devote all of their 
time to the inspection of gasoline, 
oils and other petroleum products. 

“I recommend that the entire inspec- 
tion fee be covered into the state 
treasury.

“The present system of gasoline and 


ol) inspection, according to the audit 
cf 1926, is costing the state of Geor- 
via $230,022.30 a year. I am of the 
opinion that, if the above recommenda- 
tions are enacted into law the total 
cost of its &dministration to the state 
will not exceed $65,000 a year. A 
total saving: of over $175,000 a year.

TAX WAR PLANNED 
ON BOOTLEGGERS 


Washington, June 25.—(4)—A re- 
newed effort on the part of internal 
revenue collectors to ferret out boot- 
leggers to impose taxes on their income 


is expected by the bureau of internal 
revenue as the result of a treasury 
announcement today calling attention 
to a recent ruling of the supreme court 
on the right to tax such persons. , 

The court held that gains resulting 
from illegal traffic in liquor were sub- 
ject to income tax and the protection 
against self-incrimination afforded by 
the constitution was held to be not 
infringed by the requirement of a re- 
turn for “income derived from crime.” 

The bootlegging or rum running tar- 
payer may clajm immunity from 
answering in detail questions as to 
source of income on the return, but 
this claim will be passed upon by the 
government. It is pointed out that 
several broad classifications of source 
of income would permit Of evasion of 
a direct statement of the manner in 
which the income was gained. 

A substantial increase in tax collec- 
tions is anticipated as a result of the 
court’s decision. The special intelli- 
gence service of the revenue burean 
will make every effort to locate deal- 
ers in liquor. This service formerly 
operated extensively in locating vio- 
lators of the prohibition and narcotic 
laws and has been instrumental in 
building up a number of conspiracy 
cases,

TITLES NOT AFFECTED BY PROGRA® 


In British House of Eons 


London, June 25.—(4#)—American 
heiresses who have their™ eyes on 
coronets need not fear that the pro- 


| posed reform of the house of lords will 


reduce the number of titles in the Brit- 
ish peerage ; nor will the score or more 
of former American girls listed in De- 
brett’s as wives of British noblemen 
be in danger of losing their rank. 

There will be no playing fast and 
loose with the titles of old England, 
and no stripping of © high-sounding 
names from those who have them. It 
is true that many titles will become 
like those of France and _ perhaps 
Italy—they won't mean much _ po- 
litieally. 

The plan is to reduce the house of 
lords, numbering 716 peers, to half 
that size. Only 100 of the reduced 
house would be hereditary peers, and 
the 716 who now carry titles would 
select 100 of their number to repre- 
sent them in the lords. ‘Those not 
elected would nevertheless retain their 
titles.

many British peers anyway. Of the 
716 peers, 165 have not taken the 
oath to their king during the present 
parliament, 200 others attended only 
one session and 100 imore attended 
fewer than ten days annually. 

The average sitting of the lords is 
only three hours daily, and business is 
often conducted with but a score of 
peers poaneior on the red leather 
benche@of the “crimson mausoleum” 
as the upper chamber has been called 
by its ecrities. 

Among the most interesting aspects 
of the proposed reform is the effect it 
would have on the few peers such as 
Lord Astor who are intensely interest- 
ei in public life and who bitterly re- 
gretted their compulsory relegation to 
the lords from the commons when ti- 
tles fell to them. 

Under the new scheme, these men.

Dr. Edwin B. Frost, director of 
Yerkes observatory, one of the 
foremost in the world, expressed the 
hope “that vou are having better 
weather for observing the comet than 
we are. It appeared here (Williams 
Bay, Wis.) through the coluds as 
about fourth magnitude, its diameter 
being less photographically than vis 
ually.” And “as we anticipated,” he 
further states, “it is in some sense 
a better object for naked eye than 
for-a telescope with its small field 
of view.” 

In reference to the shower of me- 
teors which may oceur, Dr. ‘Oliver 
says: “The earth may pass through

1 300 CARS PEACHES 
MOVE DURING WEEK 


Georgia shipped during the last week 
1,300 cars of peaches and 1,100 cars 
of melons, the local federal bureau of 
agriculture said today in its weekly 
market review. 

Melon shipments from all states to 
date have totaled 8.850 cars this sea- 
son, the bureau said, or more than 
twice last season’s corresponding out- 
put. Movement in the extreme south- 
west has been 'ater and lighter than 
in 1926. while the southeast shows 
an earlier and heavier movement. 
Florida has shipp» 5.400 cars, com- 
pared with 1,250 by this time last 
year, while Georgia. whose season was 
just starting by mid-June last year. 
has marketed more than 1.200 cars 
already this season, it was said. 
Texas, too, has almost doubled its 
output of last season. 

Last week's shipment of melons 
reached a high total of 4,500 cars, 
it was said, 2,200 being from Florida, 
1,100 from Georgia, 800 from Texas 
and 350 from the Imperial valley, 
Alabama, Mississippi aad South Caro- 
lina are gettrag under way. 

$225 the Car. 

Average shipping point prices in 
the southeastern territory were around 
$225 per carload, or slightly below 
the average at Texas loading stations. 
The south Georgia market was weak 
for small sizes, but there was a good 
demand for larger melons. New York 
city prices were maintained at a rela- 
tively high level for fore part of the 
week. Top quotations there were close 
to $1,000 per carload, but a decline 
of $300 occurred b. Saturday and 24 
to 30-pownd stock sold at $320 to $635. 

Compared with 200 cars the week 
before, Georgia’s output of peaches 
jumped during the past week to 1,500, 
being more than double the corre- 
sponding record for 1926. North Caro- 
lina’s shipments increased to 35 cars, 
and the California peach season was 
opened. 

Green Fruit. 


Much of the fruit placed on the 
market last week was either green or 
immature and tended to depress ter- 
miraal market prices more than did 
the volume of arrivals, the report said. 

“Georgia peach situation still had 
a lot of folks guessing,’ the report 
said. “Hiley movement has been 
heavy and is now at its height, with 
decreasing shipments expected atter 
June 22. Georgia Belles will have 
the last week of June pretty much to 
themselves and then begins the active 
movement of Elbertas. comprising the 
greatest part of the crop.” , 

New York city closing sales of Geor- 
gia Karly Rose ran from $2.75 to 
$3.25, with Carmans at low levejs of 
$2 to $3, and Hileys at $3 to $4 per 
six-basket crate, the report _ said. 
North Carolina Karly Rose jobbed at 
$4 to $5. Carmans met a rather poor 
demand at Georgia shipping points and 
the price there declined about 51 dur- 
ing the week to a range of $1.25 to 
$1.50 for medium to large fruit.

Relays “Good News.” 

Accordingly, M. Catry went into the 
gallery of the building where political 
prisoners are confined and told Dau- 
det: “I have good news.” 

“Indeed,” replied the royalist lead- 
er. “If so, it is the first that 1 have 
received from official sources in a 
long time.” Then the director told 
Daudet he was free, and added: “Get 
your belongings ready to leave the 
prison in 15 minutes.” 

Obediently Daudet came out, appar- 
ently without knowledge of what had 
happened. Immediatelv he was taken 
in charge by friends who hustled him 
into a car in which Mme. Daudet 
was Waiting and he was whisked away 
to an unknown destination. 

According to an“aceount given out 
by L’ Action, Francaise, Daudet's news-

11 Wires Out of Order.

Much surprise was caused by in- 
clusion of Semard in the jail delivery, 
as the communist leader was serving 
a sentence for inciting soldiers to dis- 
obedience.

Still the world’s premier tobacco pro- 
ducing country by a large margin, 
A. B. Carrington, of Danville, told 
the assembled members of the Tobacco 
Association of the United States in 

is annual report presented as presi- 
dent of that body. ° 

Not only is America ths greatest 
producer but is still the greatest ex- 
porter, 30 per cent of the world crop 
being harvested in this country, 25 
per cent of the domestic crop being 
exported. Carrington presented an un- 
usually comprehensive survey of world 
trade conditions after securing data 
from capitals of tobacco producing 
countries as well as quoting records 


made available to him by the depart- | 


ment of commerce in Washington. In 
3925 the world harvest of tobacco was 
about 4,400,000,000 pounds, he said, 
figures for 1926 not being available. 
One-third of this great amount was 
set adrift in the channels of interna- 
tional trade. 


While tobacco exporters have viewed | 


with some apprehension the effect of 
Great Britain’s policy in admitting 
colonial grown tobacco under a prefer- 
ental tariff, consequently’ at the ex- 
pense of the American market, the 
decline in exports of 13 per cent was 
gir weaned made by Europe's increus- 

ng demand. Russia, because of eco- 
nomic difficulties, is steadily sinking 
as a world producer, he reported. 
Italy, under the Mussolini regime, cur- 
tailed her imports by 25 per cent and 
Spain last year subsisted on stocks 
on hand.

entering British ports, an increase 
of 6 per cent over 1925.

The stock to be sold will be the $6| 


cumulative preferred stock, and pre-| 
| ferred as to dividends over the second | 


preferred and common stock of the; 
company. | 
The sale will be conducted by the} 
company's investment department, and ! 
every employee can sell the stock, and | 
is authorized to accept subscriptions | 
from anyone living inside the state. 


It will be offered either on a cash 
plan, or a partial payment plan. The | 
sale price has been fixed at $97 per | 
share plus accrued dividends. 

The stock, under existing laws, will | 
be free from state, county and munici- 
pal taxation in Georgia and also from 
normal federal income tax. Its is- 


gia public service commission. 

On the cash plan, eny person may 
buy 100 shares, and on the partial 
payment plan; the limit has been fixed 
at 25 shares to any one person. On 
the latter plan, the purchaser will 
be required to pay $10 cash per share 
at the time of purchase and $10 per 
share per month thereafter until the 
contrect is completed.

Charlotte Country Club, June 25.—Harry Ehle, bespeckled young- 
ster of 20, looking more like a school master than a golfer, yet with a 
game as sound and solid as the mountains surrounding his Asheville home, 
tonight sits on the throne of southern golf.

BASEBALL 
IS BUSINESS, 
SAYS COURT 


Philadelphia, June 25.—(4)—Pro- 
fessional baseball is a business and 
a’ worldly employment and, if played 
on Sunday in Pennsylvania, is a vio- 
lation of the so-called blue laws of 
1794, the state supreme court decided 
today. The decision is the result of a 
test game played on Sunday, August 
2? last year, between the Philadel- 


phia Athletics and the Chicago White 
Sox. 

Only three cities in the major 
leagues do not play Sunday baseball— 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh and Boston. 

Five of the seven justices agreed in 
the majority opinion. The other two 
members of the court, while agreeing 
that Sunday baseball violated the law, 
dissented from the majority only in 
the method of stopping it. 

Four Dollar Fine. 

The law of 1794 provides a penalty 
of only $4 for engaging in worldly 
employment and does not provide any 
ndditional penalty for repeated  of- 
fenses. Thus it was- possible under 
the law to pay a fine each week and 
continue the violation, it was said. — 

The commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
however, brought quo warranto pro- 
ceedings in the Dauphin county court 
at Harrisburg asking for an injune- 
tion against the Athletics playing 
Sunday baseball on the ground that 
the club was violating its charter 
rights in breaking the laws. Penalty 
for violating the injunction would be 
revocation of the charter. 

Injunction Affirmed. 

The supreme court took the view of 
the state and affirmed the Dauphin 
county court, which had issued a per- 
petual injunction. 

On the question whether profes- 
sional baseball is wordly employment, 
the majority opinion stated that “we 
cannot imagine in this sense anything 
more worldly or unreligious in the 
way of employment than the playing 
of professional baseball as it is played 
today. It is not only worldly employ- 
ment, which is forbidden, but  busi- 
ness.”

Temperature For 
Home Is Equally 
Important All Year 


The average home owner, or even 
the renter, spends a good portion of 
his winter thinking about his heating 
plant. Even in cases where the fur- 


mace is one that requires a minimum 
amount of attention, the question of 
winter comfort is always paramount. 
And yet that same home owner is apt 
tu relegate the question of summer 
comfort to the class of non-essentiuls, 


There are few houses, no matter 
how well built or in how temperate 
a climate, which will not heat up dur- 
ing certain days ta summer. The ma- 
jority of homes are overwarm during 
the major part of the summer The 
cost of a series of electric fans for 
use in the rooms which are most fre 
quently occupied is infinitestimal com- 
pared to the cost of an adequate heat- 
ing plant. and yet the fan is often 
coasidered an unnecessary luxury. 


Fans in the kitchen, dining room, 
living room, and bedrooms will make 
summer a season to be pleasureably 
anticipated rather than an ennervat- 
ing period which is merely to be en- 
dured.

BRICK LAYING ART 
NOT EASY TO LEARN 


There’s an old saying that every 
boy is naturally born a carpenter, 
Given a few carpenter tools, there is 
no healthy boy in existence of the age 
of four or thereabouts who cannot 
produce striking effects upon the par- 
lor furniture, and in later years most 
boys, and old boys, too, are called up- 
on to fix things around the house with

But bricklaying is a craft that 
does not come naturally to anyone, 
Conscientious and painstaking effort 
is required to master the art. <A good 
craftsman and a few common brick 
can produce most anything from a fire.

3. Use tall pieces of furniture, 
grandfather’s clock, tall secretary, 
bookcase, ete., or substitute built-up;

4. Use floor-length side-draperies at | 
the windows and a rod instead of a 
valance (FNg 2).

est interest in the welfare of the farm- 
ers of Georgia, and of the country at 
large, especially of those in the cot- 
ton belt. It has constantly preached 
against an “all cotton crop” in the 
south. with smokehouses and corn 
crips in the west. 

Year in and year out, it has urged 
diversification of crops and insisted 
on producing on the farm all home 
supplies, thereby making cotton a sur- 
plus crop. The farmers are doing this 
now more than ever before. 

Those who are pursuing the policy 
and giving diligent and intelligent at- 
tention to their business are growing 


It is strange that all the farmers 
do not imitate the example of the 
ew. 

The object lesson is before them 
all the time, but somehow they will 
not learn. 

May I refer to three farmers in my 
home county? 

One was a graduate of our state 
university, a man of culture and re- 
finement and of extensive learning. 
Whatever he planted he knew how to 
cultivate it, but he made the fatal 
mistake of planting all cotton. He 
was one of the largest cotton planters 
in the county. He shipped every bale 
to his cotton factor in Savannah. He 
ordered bacon and corn from the west 
in carload lots and gave a draft on 
his factor for the money. He did this 
for years, but his cotton did not pay 
his bills. Each year the _ balance 
against him was in excess of the pre- 
vious year.

The last time I saw him he was 
sitting on the steps of a vacant house 
in Atlanta and his sons were working 
tor wages. 

The third man was an overseer be- 
fore and during the war between the 
states. He was also a man of sense, 
but was without the polish of the oth- 
er two. but in some things his head 
was more level. He began to farm on 
a small scale, making his corn and 
meat and other supplies at home. In- 
stead of buying supplies for his planta- 
tion hands he furnished them from his 
own farm. He grew rich from farm- 
ing and while continuing to farm he 
became a money lender. He educated 
his daughters and sent them abroad. 
One of them studied art in Paris. 

In 1875 he told me that his cotton 
crop of that year was only 40 bales, 
but that it was all profit—S7U a bale, 
l4c a pound. 

Another big farmer in an adjoin- 
ing county lived 16 miles from Madi- 
son. He was a Baptist preacher. I 
heard him tell the merchant for whom 
I clerked that he had a 50-acre field 
that he planted in corn. He said his 
corn cost him less, raised and housed 
on his farm, than it would had it been 
given to him free of charge in Madi- 


haul it that distance than to raise it. 

May I refer to two other farmers? 
I was their pastor in 189S and 1899. 
One of them said that for years he 
planted all cotton and deli ered every 
bale to the merchant who furnished 
his supplies. Each year found him 
deeper in debt. Finally he went to 
his merchargt and told him that he was 
getting deeper in debt every year, and 
could never pay out unless he changed 
his system of ffrming. The merchant 
agreed for him to try diversification 
of crops and promised to “esrry him” 
until he could get “on his feet.” The 
first year he sold 500 bushels of 
wheat which reduced his indebtedness 
considerably. During this conversa- 
tion he stated to me that he sold 
something of everything raised or 
grown on his farm. syrup, sugar cane, 
corn, fodder, shucks, rice, wheat, po- 
tatoes, eggs, chickens, meats, oats and 
other things. He killed or sold all his 
scrub chickens and invested in Plyv- 
mouth Rocks. Le would not permit 
his hands to raise any other kind. 

Changing his system of farming he 
was soon out of debt, and though not 
rich was independent. During the 
same year, I was pastor of another 
farmer in an adjoining county. He 
stated to me that after the civil war 
he began farming on a small scale. He 
borrowed $200 at 10 per cent interest. 
At the end of the. year he paid this 
debt and borrowed more money at 
S per cent. He stated right from the 
beginning he raised all his supplies at 
home. Cotton was a surplus crop. 
He prospered every year. Had money 
of his own to meet all his expenses. 
At the time of our conversation he 
had a fine plantation and a residence 
that would have done credit to At- 
lanta. 

In 1S98 or 1899 
sold for Ge. I knew “stains” 
for S15 a bale. 

He said to me: “T will lose money 
on my cotton this vear. It cost me 
10¢ to make it, but I will clear money 
in spite of my loss en cotton. I sell 
something of everything I raise and 
can sell for cash at my crib every 
bushel of corn I can spare.” } 

There are a few self-sustaining and 
money-making farmers in every coun- 
tv, but most of their neighbors are 
slow to learn. 

When cotton is low and all the 
farmers declare they will plant a small 
crop, many of them fail to do it and 
increase their crop, counting on a big 
price when they are again caught in 
the same old net. 

Diversification of crops is the only 
way of safety. 

The farmer who makes his home 
supplies is the only one who ean 
sell his cotton at a loss and still keep 
ahead. The one who fails*to do this 
and depends wholly on his cotton 
crop ls on the way to bankruptey. 

he boll weevil caused many farm- 
ers to lose everything. Had all of 
them diversified they would have been 
in better shape to weather the storm. 

Before the civil war our Planters 
were our most independent ¢itizens. 
It can be so again. No state come 
Georgia in natural resources.’ The 
time will come when the people, as 
a whole, will be prosperous and inde- 
pendent. As they grow in wealth 
may they grow in eulture and refme- 
ment, and in morality and spirituality.

The Signal used in Auction Bridge 
today is merely a vuriation of the old 
Whist signal invented by Lord Henry 
Bentinck and first used by him at 
Gralttm’s Coffee House, James street. 
London, in 1834. The Whist signal 
told thé partner that the signaller 
wished trumps to be led. His lord- 
ship called it the “Blue Peter,” which 
is the name of a nautical pennant 


meaning “We are ready to sail.” 

In Whist, a game in which every

Times have changed mightily since 
the period when bustled ladies and

gut no matter how far the cry or 
how great the change, the halcyon 
davs of just-after-the-war splendor 
once spread a glittering’ train over 
Georgia, and occasionally one en- 
counters some trace of their dust-cov- 
ered glory.

Fighting is not done in that way. 

This is a figurative expression of 
an Oriental custom of insulting a per- 
son. It is the quick movement of 
the right hand towards the person in- 
sulted, like brushing a fly off a per- 
son’s head or face, moving along to 
the left wiht the head turned at about 
forty-five degrees angle, and the nose 
and upper lip turned up in proportion 
as if to say ‘“‘get out of my way, you 
are beneath my notice.’’ All this con- 
stituted an open insult and not strik- 
ing a person. What the Master 
meant was when a person insults you, 
do not retaliate, but pray for him, be 
good to him, and he will soon re- 
pent.””, Whatever may be our inter- 
pretation of this particular passage 
the working principle which runs 
through the teachings of Jesus is that 
we are to overcome evil with good.

All that is very simple. But this ts a 
very simple picture. For it lacks what alone 
gives life to a picture—it lacks the presence 
of human beings, and you can’t expect to 
paint a picture of a town that has been 
buried underneath thirty feet of ashes for 
more than nineteen centuries and not have it 
a bit monotonous.

But in this case, the greater the mo- 

notony, the better you shall have done 
your job. 
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HILE the good fathers were ex- 
ploring the distant deserts of 
our great southwest and were 
laying the foundations for their 

famous missions, a simple Neopolitan 

peasant was making a little contribu- 
tion to the sum total of our famous 
monuments which revealed as strange 

a story as ever was told in the old and 

venerable book of human history. 

It was in the year 1748 that a peas- 
ant who lived at the foot of Mount 
Vesuvius decided to start a vineyard 
and began to do some digging. To his 
great surprise his spade struck some- 
thing that. appeared to be a beautiful 
bronze statue; then another; then frag- 
ments of marble; then more bronze, un- 
til he had quite a collection. The poor 
fellow, without knowing it, had dis- 
covered Pompeii. 

It seems incredible that a town of more 
than 30,000 inhabitants could have so com- 
pletely disappeared from the face of the 
earth that no one even remembered its name 
or the place where it had been located. Yet 
that is exactly what happened with this ofd 
suburb of Naples. 

On the twenty-third of August of the 
year 79 of our era the ancient world had 
the surprise of its life. All the old writers 
of geographical handbooks knew Mount 
Vesuvius, but to them it was merely an 


“extinct volcano’’—an interesting mountain 
which once upon a time must have 
“burned,” 

Then suddenly in the afternoon of the 
twenty-third of August the people of the 
old Greek settlement of Naples heard that a 
dark red cloud was rapidly spreading over 
the countryside. 

Gatus Pliny, an admiral in the Imperial 
Roman navy and a popular writer upon sub- 
jects related to natural history, was told 
of this strange phenomenon and at once 
sped towards the place of disaster. Three 
days later, his nephew, Pliny, Jr., found his 
corpse. He had been suffocated to death 
by the gasses of one of the worst outbreaks 
of volcanic violence of which the world 
possesses a more or less detailed account. 

The town of Herculaneum was de- 
stroyed by a veritable deluge of lava. But 
Pompei! was covered with so thick a layer 
of ashes that even the highest public build- 
ings disappeared from view. A great many 
people were killed. The survivors tried to 
dig out some of their belongings, failed and 
settled down elsewhere. 

When Murat, the brother-in-law of 
Napoleon, became king of Naples, a syste- 
matic search was made of the ash-covered 


ruins. ‘Today, after more than a century 
and a half of careful digging, an entire
